Gallatix, Tkxx., Dec. 22, 1866. 
We have been in and about this antique 
and familiar old town for two days past, 
and enjoyed the hospitalities of the lib- 
eral and high-toned citizens thus far with 
a high degree of relish. This is one of 
the oldest towns in the State of Tennes- 
see, and contains many line structures, as 
well as clean and well-laid-otf streets. 
The design of the place was conceived and 
carried out in the olden tune, before the 
innovations of modern architecture had 
so changed the manner and style of build- 
ing and improving cities and towns. 

GALLATIX AND ITS SURROCXDISUS. 

Gallatin is the county seat of Sumner 
county, Tenn., and is situated immediately 
on the Louisville Railroad, twenty-six 
miles north of Nashville, in the midst of 
a healthy and fertile country, the princi- 
pal products of which are corn, tobacco, 
wheat, oats, and rye.

OI R I* IRIS FETTER. 

Paris, Tuesday, Dec. 4. 

7Y> the Editors oj the Louisville Journal: 

The long expected arrival of the Eng- 
lish steamer Seine has at last taken place; 
but her advices from Mexico, which ex- 
tend only to the 1st of November, convey 
to us very little information, if we may be- 
lieve the Monitenr, beyond what we pos- 
sessed before. It was amusing to read, 
yesterday morning, the real or feigned ig- 
norance of the official journal respecting 
recent events in Mexico. All the infor- 
mation which it professes to have received 
from that country — all of which it yet 
avows the knowledge — amounts to this: 
That the Emperor Maximilian, in conse- 
quence of his health having suffered from 
“intermittent" fever (the Monitenr does 
not say whether the disease was combined 
with “political" fever!) had gone to Ori- 
zaba, where he had been since the 27th of 
October, and that, when the steamer left, 
it was “uncertain" how long his majesty 
might stay where he was! I should think 
so: very uncertain, indeed. But this is 
all the Moniteur tells us, all it pretends to 
know. Not a word about abdication ; not a 
word about embarking on board the Dan- 
dolo for Europe: not a word about arrange- 
ments with the United States: not a word 
about Matamoras being occupied, or not, by 
F ederal troops: not a word about General 
Sherman and Mr. Campbell; not a word, 
in short, of what all Paris has been talk- 
ing about almost exclusively for a fort- 
night. The Moniteur knows only one 
thing, and that is that Maximilian is sick 
of intermittent fever^and has gone to Ori- 
zaba; but it does not even know when he 
will go back again. At this rate, I sup- 
pose, the French Government will only 
be “officially" informed of the “death" of 
the Mexican Emperor, as it is ofthe birth, 
marriage, or death of some scion of royal- 
ly, when the ambassador has an audience 
to "announce” the event some six months 
after it is known to every one else. But 
it is all of no use. The ostrich may hide 
its head under its wings as long as it likes, 
but it knows all tbe while that it is caught. 
And the Emperor knows that his grand 
scheme for the regeneration of the Latin 
races is at an end, though he cannot yet 
bring himself to say so. 

If the Government will not speak, how- 
ever, it is endeavoring to acL One of its 
great difficulties at home respecting the 
Mexican question, as 1 have always pointed 
out to you, is the Mexican bondhold- 
ers, consisting largely of the industrious 
classes in this country. What view the 
American Government takes of this mat- 
ter is probably better known with yon 
than it is here; though I dare say the dis- 
patch of 2,000 words said to have been 
transmitted to Mr. Bigelow from Wash- 
ington is not altogether silent on the finan- 
cial point of the Mexican question. The 
Emperor Napoleon, however, it is well 
knoan, is extremely anxious to calm the 
dissatisfaction and anxiety of Mexican 
creditors. A bill is said to be preparing 



noses to convert the whole of the Mexican 
loans raised in this country, under the 
“patronage” of the Government, into 
F re nc h re ntes. This would be a hard pill 
for the nation and the Chambers to swal- 
low. But I should not wonder if it were 
to be attempted to be thrust down their 
throats, as the last dose of a very bitter 
prescription. 

Mr. Bigelow took his audience of fare- 
well, the other day, at Compeigne, to pre- 
sent his letters of recall, and was very 
graciously received by the Emperor, with 
whom he has always been a favorite. Last 
week, also, he was waited upon, at his own 
house, by a deputation from a ondy of 
F’rench democrats, who subscribed tor a 
gold medal to be offered to the widow of 
President Lincoln, in token of thi-ir admi- 
ration of that martyr of assassination. 
Tbe medal was accompanied by a short 
eulogistic address. Mr. Bigelow, in ac- 
cepting the deposit, warmly thanked the 
cl* pntation, in the name of Mrs. Line >ln, 
for the token of respect puid to her hus- 
band. anti also in his own name for the 
friendly sentiments expressed towards the 
people and government of the United 
Stales. 

The trial of the notorious Lamirande 
for defrauding the Branch Bank of the 
Bank of France, at Poitiers, has just 
commenced before the Court of Assize at 
\ ieune. The proceedings at present have 
sdvani *-d no ftmher than the reading of 
the indictment, immediately after which 
tbe prisoner's counsel rose and presented 
conclusions against the regularity of the 
extradition from Canada, as to the legality 
ot the forms of which, under the treaty 
between F’rance and Flngland, they pro- 
nounced the jurisdiction of the Court to 
be competent. At the moment to which 
the last accounts bring us the counsel for 
the defence were engaged in a violent 
altercation with the law officers of the 
government, who, of course, support the 
conduct of the French police in Canada. 
The exisling extradition treaty between 
France and England has, as you will have 
perceived, been prolonged till September; 
but in order to obtain this concession the 
latter power has been compelled to hold 
out the prospect of modification in her 
own criminal jurisprudence. 

The Alabama Claims. — T he London 
News urges the necessity for chaugingthe 
international law in regard to captures at 
sea. Had there been inserted in the 
treaty of Paris a declaration to the effect 
that “arming and commissioning a bellig- 
erent vessel at sea, or in a neutral port, is 
and remains abolished," then England at 
the present moment would not be saddled 
with claims for an enormous amount, in- 
curred not so much because the Alabama 
was allowed to escape as because her es- 
cape and subsequent commissioning w-re 
held to give her the full rights of a ship 
of war. It was in consequence of this 
construction of law that the commercial 
marine of the United States was sold to a 
neutral flag. 

Such, too (says the News), will be the 
necessary fate of our own five million 
tons of merchant shipping the moment a 
war is declared against us by any naval 
power. The only possible method by 
which we can guard against this result is 
a previous acet ptance of the priuetpie of 
the immunity of trading vessels from 
capture by a belligerent. Such a doctrine 
does not, of course, apply to the case 
where a formal blockade is established by 
an adequate forep, and where, consequent- 
ly, the prevention of ingress or egress 
may be enforced under penalty of confis- 
cation. 

This case is identical with that of the 
blockade of a town by land, when an at- 
tempt to introduce provisions or to send 
away goods would be punished by capture. 
But save iu such instances belligerents 
now respect private property by land, and 
it is hard to see why the rule should not be 
as honorably observed at sea, if it were 
once formully laid down and accepted by 
national consent in time of peace. It was 
approved by Napoleon I., it was urged by 
the Americans at the time of the Treaty 
of Paris, it has been advocated by many 
great jurists, aud even before now by Eng- 
lish statesmen, among the most recent of 
whom may be mentioned Lord Palmers- 
ton aud Sir Stafford Northcote. No nation 
has such an interest as we have to adopt 
and recommend it. Our naval supremacy 
may show itself in pitched battles, or in 
blockading lont lines of coast, but our 
merchant navy is a prey to the tiniest gun- 
boat of the feeblest State. We have more 
than any nation to lose by preserving the 
old rules under the new conditions — more 
than any nation to gain by accepting a 
modification which others have already 
offered. We roust trust that the commis- 
sion which is to consider the present state 
of Internationa* law will be sufficiently 
well-advised in respect of naval practices 
to see the necessity and reeommeud the 
speedy adoption of the change which our 
altered circumstance? demand.

Terrible Fire in ¥irksburg-An 
llnlire liloek Oe»«tro)e«I -!.«*** 
ol I, lie— One Hundred Fami- 
l ies llendered llou*ieles«i— Par- 
tial List uf Sufferers. 

Vicksburg, Dec. 2i. 

A terrific conflagration broke out in 
Morris' block, corner of Clay street and 
front levee, at 8 P. M. last night, and de- 
stroyed the entire block, 30 houses; thence 
to block bounded by the levee, Clay. Mul- 
berry and Crawford streets, destroying the 
entire block, 33 houses; thence east of 
Mulberry, between Crawford and Clay, to 
Washington, 13 houses: thence to corner 
of Washington and Crawford, 4 three- 
story brick stores ; then spieadto the cor- 
ner ot Mulberry and Crawford. H> houses, 
besides shanties, Ac., all in all, about 100 
buildings, of which 38 were large brick 
stores. 

Two white children and four negroes 
perished in the flames. Six negroes were 
killed by accident. One hundred families 
arc homeless. The origin of the tire was 
the result of carelessness in Meyers’ room 
building. The streets are crowded with 
goods and debris. The greatest credit 
are due Generals Wood and Dudley and 
their men for superhuman efforts to sub- 
due the flames and prevent pillage. Five 
or six buildings were blown up to arrest 
the progress ot the flames. 

The theater building, cathedral. Jcity 
bank and telegraph otlice escaped, but the 
former was badly damaged. The heavens 
were illuminated for miles. The total loss 
is roughly estimated at $2,000, 000, about 
one-foutth insured. The following is a 
partial list of the sufferers: F. D. Walds- 
worth, stoves aud hollow-ware; Jaques 
Saocaninitti, Iruit dealer; F. M. Bradley, 
watchmaker; .T. C. Kress A Co., clothiers;

He was the successor of Carver in the 
gubernatorial office. On account of the 
wisdom and broad benevolence which 
characterized his administration of affairs, 
he has frequently been termed the Wash- 
ington of the colony. As a writer he was 
very voluminous, and his journal* are 
justly regarded as tbe most valuable docu- 
ments extant relating to the history of 
the earlier year, of our nation's existence. 

Edward Winslow, another of the Pilgrim 
band, belonged to the English gentry, and 
wa* a highly edneated and accomplished 
person. He was the second in the colony 
as regards wealth. Though very young — 
only twenty-five — so remarkable were his 
abilities that he was repeatedly chosen as 
an ambassador to the Indians, as well as 
sent back to England in a like capacity. 
Hi* portrait, representing him as a gentle- 
man of the olden time, in full dress, is the 
only one of all the passengers on the May- 
flower that has been preserved.
